For the past three years pure ored 
bulls have been growing scarcer and 
higher in price. This scarcity was 
.80 great last year tha? many wero 
forced to use grades. All «f the 
signs: point to a greater scarcity in 
1917 than ever before. ’ 

This condition could be relieved by 
preserving the- older animals. It is 
®& common practice to discard herd 
bulls at from five to six years of 
age. With proper management there 
is no reason why bulls should not 
be serviceable until eight or even 
ten year old. 

There are at the present time a 
large number of pure bred bulls in the 
hands of farmers and stockmen  be- 
ing fitted for slaughter which should 
be sent to one or another of the 
bull sales that are to be held ky the 
breeder's associations in Edmonton, 
Calgary, Lacombe or Castor. 

It will be in the ‘interest of the 
owner, and of the live stock industry 
of the Province, to save for breeding 
purposes all pure bred bulls that are

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GERMAN BREAD LINES 
PLAN FOR REBELLION 


Ominous Upheavals in Germany 
Cleverly Hidden From Britain— 
Neutral Correspondents Gagged 
D. Thomas Curtin, the United States, 

writer, who spent ten months in Ger- 

many in 1916 for British papers, wrote 
as follows: The feeling of German 
women of the lower classes seems to 
rise and fall in curves, changing ap- 
parently about every three months. 
There was a great curve of rebel- 
lious talk, food talk and pace talk, 
in July, of 1916. Immediately follow- 
ing the Somme offensive, the losses 
in which were not known for some 
weeks, but which trickled through 
gradually, there began the agitation 
for the great munition strike which 

was to have taken place on August 1, 

1916. The dimensions of this pro- 

posed rising seem to have been ef- 

fectually concealed by the German 
censorship. 1 found very little about 
it in the English newspapers which 
reached Berlin, but what I did read 
were isolated fragments, such as the 

Kaiser’s appeal to the people .on 

August 1, 1916, which, if it be refer- 

red to, will be found to include a 

special appeal to the workers., No 

one in England seems to know about 
this important movement.

the Moabit district of Berlin and 
Spandau, together with countless 
warnings against so-called “Anarch- 
ists.” The German Government went 
through a period of anxiety, and the 
story, if I had space here to tell it, 
is one of intense dramatic interest. 
Casual visitors to Berlin hotels knew 
nothing of the subject. The interned 
American and other neutral corres- 
pondents dare not say a word about 
it, and this great suppressed upheaval 
has passed away for a time with other 
incidents of the war that have been 
so effectively gagged. 


In the Bread Line 


The notices summoning semi-revo- 
lutionary meetings are whispered 
from mouth to mouth by the women 
standing in the food lines, waiting for 
their potatoes, morning bread, half: 
pound of meat weekly, and the other 
ticketed supplies, for the war has pro- 
duced among the lower third of the 
population of women a distinctly revo- 
lutionary feeling. These women do 
not pay the attention they formerly 
did to the bell ringings and flag dis- 
plays which were ordered by the 
Government on every possible occa- 
sion, such as.the safe arrival of tho 
submarine Deutschland at Baltimore, 
its return to Bremen, and the first 
success against Roumantfa. 


THE GREAT DEPARTED — 


Joffre Trained Nivelle to Take up the 
Burden 


Of Joffre at his retirement, tho 
Paris Matin said: “But General Joffre 
cannot be everywhere. The French 
General Staff cannot always be mado 
up of the same men. The war hus 
been terribly fatiguing for those upon 
whose shoulders lay the responstil- 
ity of conducting it, and the corfdi- 
tions under which this war has been 
fought have become modified to a 
considerable degree by the immobility 
into which it has fallen. It was per- 
fectly natural, therefore, that the 
burden of active command of the 
armies at the front should be taken 
from the shoulders of General Joffre 
and placed on younger shoulders and 
that the profound wisdom, vast ex- 
perience, and genius for command of 
the victor of the Marne and Iiberztor 
of France should be put to other 
uses. It was Also just as natural that 
no change should be made in the or- 
ganization of the General Staff, which 
he created, which had proved of in- 
comparable excellence, but only in 
the men upon whom devolves the 
maintenance’ and direction of this 
organization. 

General Nivelle, who becomes Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the troops at the 
front, was one of the favorite pupils, 
one of the most faithful friends, one 
of the discoveries of General Joffre. 
It is to Joffre, therefore, that France 
owes her new Commander-in-Chief— 
one more debt of gratitude. The new 
officers who take up their duties in 
the General Staff feel respect and de- 
votion for the achievements of those 
who preceded tihm. They admire the 
marvelous mechanism placed in their 
hands. Their only contributions are 
new strength and new zeal for making

its maximum of results. 


PROFIT FROM AGONY 


Scottish Ironmaster Was Willing to

“To my mind there is something 
absolutely revolting in the idea of 
anybody making profits out of the 
nation’s agony,” said Mr. W. Lorimer, 
LL.D., in delivering the Chairman's 
address at the meeting of the Steel 
Company of Scotland..

“This war, God knows, will bring un- 
told sufferings in more than one form 
to millions who have no war profits

less fortunate. It may be, indeed, 
that before the war is ended the 
Government may find it necessary to 
take not 50 but 100 per cent. of those 
extra profits, and if they do, I hope 
that none of us will complain.”

West Lund Keyulations, 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at tne Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suo-Agency 
for the District. Entry ly proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. , 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a_ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and_ erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

No one was better pleased, all adequate to the demand. The re- 


ports tells us this is because of war 
conditions. One thing that puzzles 
me is this. I find the farmers — or- 
ganizing and putting in phone sys- 
tems not connected up with the gov- 
ernment system. in different parts of 
‘the provinee.flil know of several sys- 
tems which have come under my own 
observations and I know that organ- 
ized farmers can get. wires, phones 
all they want and all they need. 
Despite the fact that the report tilts 
us that the cost of material is ex- 
cessive at the present time, I know 
of one system which cost $26.00 per 
service and another which cost $30 
pe( service.
